operators take down the messages re- 
ceived, has'necessitated the- Increasing 


I click of the typewriting machine.

I result has been that the noise In tele- 
graph offices has in many cases in- 
creased to such an extent as to be a 
serious menace to the health of the 
operators. In 
order 
to reduce this 


noise and to make the received mes- 
sage entirely secret a special sounder 
has been invented. The sounder, which 
Is inclosed in a bard rubber case, is 
very light, the whole thing, with con- 
ducting 
cord complete, weighing but 


four 'ounces. II can be used nol only 
without the slightest inconvenience to 
his comfort and advantage, relieving 
him of all unnecessary nerve and phy- 
sical strain. It can be attached dlrect- 
reclly lo Ihe main line, where il acts as 
a combined relay.and sounder, giving 
all the service of both, without any of 
the disadvantages and annoyances of 
a main line sounder. 


The mechanism of this lltlle inslru- 


ment is very simple, consisting of a. set 
of 
electro-magnets of from 2 to 150 


ohms resistance (according to require- 
ments). An ingenious arrangement of 
the 
armature and lever brings the 


former in actual contact with the poles 
of the magnates in such a manner as 
to double the working force of the ar- 
mature. The 
armature lever Is pro- 


vided with hammers, which, in action, 
strike 
upon 
a resonating plate; a 


shifter or switch at the side of the 
case draws the hammers from the plate 
and reduces the sound to a minimum. 


Owing to the loudness of the sound 


when 
the hammers strike upon the 


resonating plate, messages may be re- 
ceived with the sounder placed on the 
table or desk, and in Ibis way it may 
also be used for a call, thus combin- 
ing 
in one instrument both a loud 


and secret sounder. Should it be de- 
sired 
to take a. secret message, the 


sounder is adjusted from the.outside 
by means of the shifter referred to, 
which is graded, so that.-the operator 
may regulate the volume of sound to 
suit his own ear. This may be from 
the faintest-elicit to the full volume of 
the loudest sounder.
